FONTANET, Ind., Oct. 16.—Fontanet, 


_Yeduced in thy space of a half hour 


from a thrivirg mining town of 1200 
inhabitants to . mass of wreckage and 
debris, is searching today for more of 
her dead in the ruins wrought by a 
gperies of terrific explosions at the Du- 
pont Fowdecr Mills yesterday. So far the 
death iist numbers 35 persons. About 600 
were more or less injured, and practical- 
~ ly every resident of the town is home- 
less, except for the tents. that have 
been supplied by the State soldiery. It 
is not known how many bodies are bur- 
rie@ in the ruins. 

As is usually the case in an explo- 
sion of a powder mill, the cause of 
yesterday’s catastrophe is a mystery. 
No one connected with the powder com- 
pany could ascribe any reason for the 
explosion. It is believed the main bolil- 
ers in the glazing room became over- 
heated from friction and set fire to 
some loose powder. The glazing mill 
was the first to blow up. The other 
sections of the plant, seven in all, fol- 
lowed in rapid succession. 

A number of the survivors were able 
to pass a fairly comfortable night. The 
remainder were accommodated with 
sleeping room on cots placed in tents 
brought here by order of Gov. Hanley. 
Systematic relief work is under way, 
and within a short time it is thought 
most of the houses will be repaired in 
such a manner as to permit the own- 
ers to inhabit them temporarliy. 


Ordered to Shoot Looters. 


The officers of Company.. B,.Indiana 
National Guard, which was _ brought 
here early last night, report that the 
night passed without disturbance of any 
kind.

WORKING HOURS IN JAPAN. 


From the Japanese Chronicle. 

In the opinion of the Japanese Im- 
perial Railway authorities the fre- 
quency of railway accidents of late Is 
largely due to the excessive working 
hours of the railway staff, in view of 
the fact that the accidents occur usually 
at night time. According to the ver- 
nacular papers the railway staff are on 
duty 24 hours consecutively and are off 
duty for the next 2% hours. The au- 
thorities are said to be busily investi- 
gating a proposal to change the present 
system. 

Recently a responsible official of the 
railway bureau traveled on a train to 
various parts of the country late at 
night and found most of the station 
staff asleep. In Europe and America, 
it is stated, the working hours of the 
railway staffs vary from 12 to lb. Even 
12 hours is considered excessive, and a 
proposal is on foot to reduce the work- 
ing day to eight hours. In Japan it ts 
stated the hours can be reducea ‘+ 12 
without greatly increasing the present 
staff and the railway authorities are 
making investigations to that end.

that brilliant galaxy of the Western 
Confederate army have gone exccpt 
Stephen D. Lee, whose fame was won 
on other fields.
